In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 . 1 1 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 1 32) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if ah 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner and applicant's representative discussed the 1 12, 1st 
and 2nd rejections and did not discuss the art rejections made. The scope of enablement was discussed in that the 
examiner stated that massively catalyzed water, pre-sliced alloy, alloy in paragraph [0047] were unduly broad 
recitations and applicant should limit the specification or add to the specification that the alloys used in hydrogen 
storage or production are alloys which are art recognized. Similarly a statement that the hydrogen core materials 
include art recognized materials such as metal hydrides, occluded alloys etc. should be added to the specification. 
With respect to the claims the hydrogen core materials which have been specifically discussed and supported in the 
specification should be in a Markush group in the claims in order to obviate the 1 12, 1st and 2nd rejections. With 
respect to the rejections that the shipping box, the transportation approved mode does not further limit the system 
itself. The system is the hydrogen cassette and the decom unit. Applicant also referred the examiner to the internet 
site of www.portonenergy.com which teaches hydrogen generating units wherein the energy requirements which are 
within the range as taught by applicant shows that these powers can be generated using the hydrogen cassette and 
decom unit as described in the specification which should provide evidence that the specification is enabled and 
therefore the claim would be enabled. The examiner discussed with applicant's representative that if allowable subject 
matter was found, the examiner would call applicant's representative and make appropriate suggestions to advance 
prosecution. 
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
